Mexico City, Mex., Dec. 20.—Consti­ 
tutionalists have made another attack 
upon the Federals at Tampico, driving 
them back into the center of the city, 
with the loss of uinety killed and 
wounded. 
The rebels made two attacks simul­ 
taneously, one from the west and the 
other from the northeast. 
After two 
hours of sharp fighting the Federals 
gave way. Darkness had fallen by this 
time and the rebels drew off without 
pressing their advantage*. 
The dispatch, which was received by 
War Minister Blanquet, said that an­ 
other general attac k was expected by 
the Federals, and that the Mexican 
gunboat I ad been ordered to draw in 
shore as far as possible to shell the 
rebel lines. 
The British and American warships 
at Tampico sent wireless orders to 
Vera Cruz, for reinforcement*.
